Since Manager Gene Davis fell ill, 
the morale of the players has been 
fine on the diamond, daytime. But 
the twilight games went to seed, be- 
cause the players didn't feel like 
playing. Evidently this was because 
they weren't paid enough to make it 
worth their while. Play for fun? — 
Haw! 

A few years hack, Narberth paid 
only its battery, as Gladwyne does 
today. Then — so goes one viewpoint 

dependable local players grew 
harder to get, and some semi-pros had 
to he imported. The team, composed 
mainly of local players — Fleck, 
Humphries, Heckel, et al — was able 
to win three championships in one 
year. But a part-paid, part-amateur 
organization is part-friction, too. So 
the team reached this year's status. 
. . . Players receive only a couple of 
dollars or so per game, and some of 
them travel quite a distance to play. 
Perhaps they shouldn't be asked to 
play twilight games. Perhaps they 
shouldn't he asked to come to play at 
all.— Wouldn't the esprit de corps be 
better if the team regained a local 
amateur basis? 

— Well, what's wrong with their 
esprit? 

This: It stank to high heaven when 
Mickey Gavin played a benefit game. 
. . . He used to play for Narberth, 
and two years ago the town and the 
team were showing big hearts and 
tearful eyes, when he lost, linger- 
ingly, painfully, a leg. He made a 
game comeback, and wearing a new 
leg he pitched for Narberth recently 
in a scheduled game, at the play- 
ground, one twilight. Or started to 
pitch. 

Unfortunately, of all his teammates, 
the only ones who, for his sake and 
the spectators' sake, chose to show up, 
were Harry Fox and Bill Reynolds. 

To get that game started it , was 
necessary to recruit players from the 
grandstand. 

Esprit de corps? After that night, 
the spectators stayed away in great 
numbers, and this Wednesday, the 
scheduled twilight game with the 
Philadelphia Police team had to be 
called off. No more twilight ball. 

In defense of the team's conduct 
in setting the example for people to 
stay away from twilight games — and 
especially Mickey Gavin's— it is said 
that after all, the players aren't local 
boys, and it's expecting a lot of them, 
to make twilight appearances for little 
or no pay.

Harry Fox who drove 60 miles from 
the shore to play a game at Narberth 
recently. . . . They have the Narberth 
spirit though they come from else- 
where. . . . But the others? — Paid 
semi-pros, with the paid semi-pro's 
will to win, well manifested in day- 
time—but without the extra fighting 
spirit, and without the extra neigh- 
borly good-natured dependability, that 
can be expected of home talent, of 
amateurs of the game. 

Meanwhile, Narberth players who 
somehow did not get to first base on 
the Narberth team, are playing else- 
where. Howdy (Harold) Powell is 
with the new Ardmore team that de- 
feated Narberth on their first en- 
counter recently. Ock (Howard) 
Smith, who pitched L. M. High to its 
only title, in 'M, got 5 hits out of 
5 times at bat, playing for Gladwyne 
against Narberth recently.
